It is somewhat strange that Russia's Leonid I Brezhnev 
went farther than Nixon in proclaiming an agreement on 
additionally limiting anti ballistic missile systems and 
curbing underground nuclear tests. 
President Nixon made no dramatic claims as a result ol 
the visit. But it is significant that he was permitted, on 
live television, to appear directly before the Russian 
people to tell them he and Brezhnev will meet again next 
year to continue their search for a ‘lasting peace." 
The Chicago Tribune commented editorially that the 
President's speech was candid, not particularly op­ 
timistic, unsurprising, but yet important 
Importance is attached to Nixon’s speech because it 
was a singularly significant event for the Russian people 
to hear directly from the leader of any Western world We 
have to presume, of course, that Nixon's message was 
correctly translated 
It would be totally unrealistic to feel that everything is 
coming up roses between Washington and. Moscow, 
although there is a cordiality, at least on the surface. 
In his message to the Russian people, Nixon didn't 
specifically mention the nuclear arms agreement to 
which Brezhnev alluded, nor did the Russian leader say 
lie actually was to return to Washington next year. He 
merely said he had been “ invited." 


Vet. as Nixon said, "In the past two years there tos been 
a dramatic change in the nature of the relationship bet­ 
ween our two countries. Alter a long period of con­ 
frontation, we moved into an area of negotiation " 
Coming directly from the President of the Cnited 
States, speaking to them over a television network within 
I heir own land, this ought to give the lie to the oft-repeated 
Russian claim that the Americans are nothing but “ im- 
per ialist wa rmongers." ’ 
It was a situation in direct contrast to the persistent 
jamming, hy the Soviets, of Voice of America radio 
broadcasts beamed at the Russian people. So that's a 
hopeful note, at least.
